Ivipcniiig civili'/iitiiiii lia- now -iii L'^e^ted 
the iiiiiuiry whetlier. n all tlicsi' rn^cs, 
the desired ob;cct coidd not be ultaiueti 
by destroying life with painless iiniistliet 
ics. Aa uxiuniimtion of the problem was 
undertaken in 1871 by the Medical so- 
ciety of Loudon, and ii "houie" for tbede- 
■itruction of surplu.s dog.s and wounded 
animals was cstah ished at Mortlake by 
Dr. a W. Hichurdson. F. S. H. , wUi( h 
appears to be in successful operution to- 
day. Four dill'ereiit untestLetics have 
been used— carbonic oxide, chloroform, 
bisiili)lii(le of ciirboii and coal i;as .Ml pro- 
duce niiniiti.vni, if acliniuislercil for Unit 
purpose, anil in every cast; llTe tlealh 
which ensiles is believed to be painless, 
Chloroltrrin is cerlaiti to kill, if thf litiid 
i.s dill'tiseil into :i st.'ile of viipor and ab 
Korbed inlo the ltiii;;s. I'.ven ."> jier ci'iil of 
Ihe va|)or in coniinon aii' is not Ijn-alheil 
wilbouf (lani^er. In onti out of every 
'.\.')I10 cases whcie cliloroforui is ailiniiiis 
leri'd as an tin,: stlietie in sur,tjiral cases, 
death ensues. It has one disadvantaiie — 
it is dear. IJiil li^- mixing it yvilli, liisiil- 
jjhide of carbon, wliich is very clieup. it 
proiluce.s narcotism as i|uiclvly ns carbonic 
oxidt'. and involves le^s niuseiilar liis- 
lurbiiiiei!. ( oniiiion coal gas answers the 
purpose eiitially well. Its chief 
coiistil ui ul.'j aif hydrogen and marsh gas, 
■with some hydro earbou and sumo cur. 
bonic o.xide. Jly mixing 26 jier cent of 
such gas with common air an atmospin ru 
is produced in wliich an nnimal goes to 
sleep in two or three uiiiiules, and dies 
asleep, apparently without pain, shortly 
afterward, it was observed that tlie heitrt 
ceased to beat about three inlutites aner 
sleeu was established. Kvery one has 
reiij accounts of people who blew out the 
gas at night instead of turning it otf. uud 
were found dead in the morning. They 
probably died without a consciousness of 
iUlTering. The ditltculty with this agent 
is that its use involves considerable uau- 
gpr of e.\plosioiis.

]?ic]iurdsiin came to the concliisipn that 
for the case of the lowi^r aniinuls the lie-tt 
narcotic \vii.s carbonic o.xido. lie preparc(| 
it very simply bj' burning chanoal ovim' !( 
gas lmrn(,'r. The gas thus rri aied wa,') 
condiicliiii into a resei voir, from wbiiib it 
was pumpeil in llic liuanlilj,- reiiuired into 
wlmt be called Iho tlealh chamber, .\3 
Iiiaiiy as eighty or a litimlreii ilogs were 
collecteil togellier, and when everything 
was ready the uiis was puin|ictl in, with a 
Klight adiid.xttire of chloroform uiid 
bisulphide of (iirbon. Some dog.s 
fell asleep iiisttmtly luid pr. diubly 
died !it once- Others struggled 
against the tendency to s!eep and re- 
maineil awake two or three minutes. Few 
could resist as long as this, ami in two or 
three niiimles more all were dead, ( iKs 
were fotiud lo fall asleei) as ((uiekly ii,s 
dogs, but resisted death niueli longi-r, 
lleiith was produceti by ana stheyis, or 
pR'ep; Ayliit li dillcrs widely' from death by 
asphyxia, which is death troin deprivation 
of air. J), was evidently painless. Dr. 
4tichArdson Iriqd the | roce.ss on sheep 
Witb etiual success, 'fbey died as quietly 
ae the clogs and their flcsu was uninjurcuL 
Tbc method •wtm adopted witli the same 
result witb pigs, calves oud fowls. The 
cost of tbc death chamber and apparatus 
is estimated at from ^-'.'lO to ^',H0, niiil the 
cost 6f killing au animal when a number 
are executed together is about a ctMit.

It is evideni 
iLut, so far as thi.s menial agony is con 
cerncd. a substitution of an auteslbetio 
for a linngman's rope would make no dif 
ference. The ever-jiTeseni vision of death, 
tbc counting of the days, the borrid 
dreams at nigbt, would go on .lust the 
same, whatever form of homicide wii.s 
adopted. And it 'would be best sn. Il is 
not well thai the doom of the murderer 
sbouid be robbed of all its terrors.

"crimes of the blood" are three tiiiies 
more numerous than in l''raiice, and inur 
der is si,\ titnts more fri'(|U(:nl, A,'-sassinii 
lion is slightly increasing in I'raucc. In 
Italy the number of parricides is about 
double lliiit in l ranee. In both countries 
there is a notable diminution in criminal 
poi.soning. .Vltempts against chastity aro 
much les.s freipieut in Italy, ami in 1- lunco 
those "crimes against children augmonl in 
frightful proportions. " Infanticide is 
twice as great in Franco.

Lo.N'lio.N', July it, — The chief director of 
the I'all .M.ill (J i/.ette secret impiiry com 
mission, throuuh which revelations were 
obtained writes concernmt; the whole 
matter as fo!h>ws: " I'he iiiVti8tii(Htlon 
bo^an mi M-iy 24th, and work tvus unre- 
niitliu^' to date. The comiuissinn had 
valuable aa.ti.stance from the S;dvation 
.\rmy from the L tudon committee of the 
suppression of trallic in lOiiijIisli ijirl.s, and 
from the vast experience of M I s. .1 osepiiiiie 
Butler, The commission was composed 
of a number of tho (.iazelte's stall', and 
acted independently of tho police. Tho 
home office deprecated on oHicial 
j^rounds tho allowiiii,' of journalists 
to interview the police. The com- 
mission applied to .Vrcbbishop Canter- 
bury, the Bishop of London and Cardinal 
Manning for advice, and thoso jjreat au- 
thorities on morals, while deprecatiii",; the 
risk involved in tho comniissionrf' task,

Thirteen nesvapaper vendors who had 
been arrested for selling copies (jf the 
Pall Mall trazette, were arraigned before 
the lord mayor to-day. The city solicitor, 
in presenting the cases against the pri- 
soners charged them with publicly selling 
obscene literature and said he'had marked 
for the courts perusal jjassages in the (ia- 
ijBtte's articles upon wliicli the charge was 
baaed. He must, ho said, decline reading 
passages in open court and said that he 
thought a repetition of these objection- 
able statements with little alteration 
easily indicated no good object. The so- 
licitor then stated that he wxoild requir e 
further time to consider r.hat charge to 
formulate against the iirisoners. Tlu; 
lord. mayor said he thought it would be 
best to await the decision of the govern- 
ment which had before it for consideration 
tbe same caae. The proprietors of ihe 
Pall Mall Gazette to day asked .Sn- Rich- 
ard Cross, heme secretary, for protection 
against the crowds aurrouiidiug the re 
publican olhce.
